Labor and Employer 
Chiefs to Confer With 


Mediation Board. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7— M3) — 


The new textile strike board, ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt to 
attempt end the giant walkout, to- 
day heard the strikers' side of the 
controversy and arranged to hear 
the mill owners' views tonight. 


Within a few hours after the 


board met for the first time, its 
three members listened to Francis 
J. Gorman, chairman of the United 
Textile Workers' strike committee, 
and two of his associates describe 
the workers' demands and give 
their picture of conditions in the 
mills. 
Tonight the board was to hear

Four More Miles Paving 


To Be Laid Between 


Lincoln, Union. 


Additional highway projects esti- 


mated to cost three-quarters of a 
million dollars in the aggregate, 
together with two state aid bndges 
in Keith county on which an out- 
lay of $90,000 is contemplated, are 
listed for bids to be taken by the 
state engineer on September 27 
and 28. 


No part of these expenditures 


will be made in Lancaster county, 
but Douglas gets another slice of 
approximately 
$350,000 federal 
money for repaying and widening 
a five-mile stretch of pavement on 
U. S. 30-south, which-will extend 
this broadened highway to within 
2% miles of Elkhorn. The present 
width of 20 feet will be increased 
to 42, and a viaduct will be built 
over the Union Pacific railroad 
tracks. 


Paving- Near Lincoln. 


Eighty to one hundred thousand 


dollars will be spent for grading 
and paving on state route No. 24 
in Cass county, from the Elmwood 
turn a distance of four miles east- 
ward, thus narrowing the gap which 
now exists in the otherwise paved 
highway 
between 
Lincoln 
and 
Union.

others will be paid for entirely 
with federal funds, for a total of 
$480,000. The group includes 4

GRAND ISLAND, Neb., Sept. 7— 


(IP) — Nebraska's republican state 
convention set the party's 1934 
ticket into the field today with 
cheers of enthusiasm on a platform 
intended to nddle with criticism 
both the state and national demo- 
cratic administrations. 


After a flurry of disorder early in 
the convention over the selection of 
a resolutions committee, the con- 
vention settled down to hear an ar- 
ray of attacks upon the democrats 
and pleas for a return to "consti- 
tutional government" and "liberty." 


Hit State Administration. 


The platform echoed the thunder- 
bolts agamst the NBA, AAA, and 
bureaucracy sounded in the primary 
campaign and added an assault up- 
on "the corrupt; political practices 
which have developed in our state 
government during the past three 
and a half years." 


It charged state employes, while 
drawing salaries and traveling ex- 
penses, had devoted their time to 
the conduct of political campaigns 
"for their political bosses," and said 
"in many departments they have 
been compelled to contribute part 
of their salaries to the campaign 
fund and ia many cases their sal- 
aries have been increased to make 
the contribution possible." 
The platform, pledged the repub- 
licans to abolish these practices, en- 
dorsed civil service and promised 
economy. 
Leaving the question of action 
on three proposed constitutional 
amendments to be voted upon in 
November to the electorate, the 
convention 
advocated 
two 
new 
amendments for reform of state 
government. One would abolish the 
land commisssioner's office. 
The 
other would substitute a utilities 
commission of three members ap- 
pointed by the governor for the 
present railway commission. 
From the time Robert Smith of 
Omaha, former state chairman, said 
the convention had assembled to 
protest "the theft of our liberties,"' 
until the assemblage adjourned, the 
convention in Liederkranz hall re- 
sounded with demands for return of 
American liberties and protested 
against democratic policies.

of state, said in a statement yester- 
day that anothei conference with 
Alexander Troyanovsky. the soviet 
ambassador, "was without any satis- 
factory results whatever." 


He added it was "not possible to 


be optimistic that any agreement 
will be reached." 


"We have gone the limit in mak- 
ing concessions on the material 
questions involved," he continued, 
"and are convinced that to go 
further would be an unthinkable 
sacrifice of the public interest."

for several months in Moscow before 
being transferred to Washington.

I think the killers were hired by 
communists who, contrary to pop- 
ular belief, have plenty of money 
behind them. Why, they ve got mil- 
lions besides the Russian govern- 
ment." 


MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 7 — (£>) — 


Howard Guilford 
of Minneapolis, 


former editor of local weekly publi- 
cations which often had criticized 
gambling and other vice, was dead 
today the victim of an assassin's 
gun. 


Guilford, one time editor of the 


"Pink Sheet" and the "Saturday 
Press." who had severed his connec- 
tions with the papers, was shot to 
death early last night as he drove 
his automobile on a south side resi- 
dential street by one of two men in 
another car.

on 


Guilford. In 1927 he was shot and 
wounded seriously by unidentified 
assailants. 


Police today sought his slayers 


and a motive for the latest attack. 
One of the gunmen, deliberate in 
his actions, stuck a shotgun from 
the window of -his car and blasted 
away at Guilfford's head. The one 
shot, which shattered the windows 
of the victim's car. was fatal. After 
pausing momentarily to confirm ths 
effectiveness of the shot, the assas- 
sins' car sped away and authori- 
ties today were without a ciue to 
their identity.

There was only one witness and

drove a maroon coupe bearing yel- 
low license plates. 
The "Saturday Press" was in- 


volved in the famous case of the

which was held

court after twice being upheld by 
the Minnesota Supreme court. 
Atter leaving the "Saturday-Press" 


several months ago, he entered the 
political field again, establishing a 
political news service for country 
weeklies throughout the state. Most 
of his material was devoted to at- 
tacks on the Governor Olson ad- 
ministration.

WHATS this? Huge waves running in on the 


California coast, undermining and 
tearing 


down houses which sat on cliffs 30 feet above the 
regular water level, wrecking wharfs and piers, and 
threatening other serious damage? Is this really 
happening, or is it just another slander on the gold- 
en state to keep people from flocking thither? 


Once upon a time California was known as the 


land of sunshine, where folks lived out of doors the 
year round, suffering neither extreme heat nor cold; 
where luscious fruits grew so abundantly that all one 
need do was to reach out his hand and pick them; 
where nature showed only her pleasant moods and 
violent climatic disturbances were unknown. 


Then came the great earthquake demolishing a 


large part of San Francisco, causing much of the rest 
to burn.

There was even a volcanic eruption or two for good 
measure. Successively thereafter the state experi- 
enced "unusual" frosts and snowstorms which wrought 
havoc in its orchards and vineyards.

As a result of all this, 
California eventually began losing a large part of 
her tourist trade to Florida. The latter state also be- 
gan edging in on California's market for citrus 
fruits, and Texas followed suit. 


California still seemed to have the edge on Florida 


and the gulf coast in the matter of security against 
ocean hurricanes and tidal waves, to which the lat- 
ter are periodically exposed. But now even that 
point of vantage is knocked into a cocked hat by the 
giant ocean swells battering the shore near Long 
Beach. It looks as though the elements are in a 
conspiracy to make a complete job of tearing away 
the last vestige of Californiz's prestige as a place of 
refuge for folks hunting peace and quietude. 


Maybe Upton Sinclair will be able to change all 


these things and compel nature to be good once 
more. If he can, he is just the man the California 
boosters have been looking for.

AXIM LITVINOFF has progressed far since that 
day nearly 20 years ago when he was "traded" 


by England to Russia for the British consul to Mos- 
cow, Mr. Bruce Lockhart. It has been almost nine 
years since he took over Russia's foreign relations. It 
has been but a few short years since he first began 
to gain for Russia her entry into what some are 
pleased to term "polite international society." 


In these few short years he has won recognition In 


country after country, only a few months ago from 
Washington. He has won wide consideration for his 
idea that agitation for the Third International should 
cease until it had made good at home. In short, Ci- 
tizen litvinoff was dealt a very poor hand, but he 
has played his cards very well. 


And now. Citizen Litvinoff is on the verge of an- 


other great triumph. News dispatches indicate that 
Russia will be taken into the 
League of Nations 


when that body convenes Monday. Working lor the 
inclusion of Moscow are three countries who in past 
years have been the bitterest toward Russia—Britain, 
France and Italy. 


Such adhesion will^ give Russia a powerful whip 


over Germany and Japan, both of which have with- 
drawn from the league. Tne move is not just a 
gesture, it is a carefully calculated political maneuver. 
It will serve to further isolate Germany, which 
France and Italy badly want. It will serve to give 
Russia the whip hand in the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way dispute. And it will be a plume in the proletar- 
ian hat of Citizen Litvinoff.

AN UNUSUAL FARM. 


ONE of the most unusual of real estate transactions 


brings Ben M. Achtenberg into possession of a 


unique American farm. It is a strip of land ranging 
from 70 to 100 feet in width and is 72 miles long, 
embracing rich fertile soil bordering on the Missouri 
river. 


It is unbroken and uncultivated in this area of 


old settlements- The land itself -was the right-of-way 
of the former Kansas City, Clay County, and St. Joe 
interurban, extending to St. Joe and Excelsior 
Springs. 


In many sections of the country, unprofitable lines, 


interurban, electric trains, and steam carriers, are 
being abandoned. It raises a question as to whom 
the land embraced in the right-of-way belongs. It 
is an issue that has not been settled in the courts. 
There is the legal view that railroads in condemning 
their right-of-way obtain only an easement, and 
whenever the line is abandoned the right-of-way 
reverts to adjacent property 
^. It is possible 


that Mr. Achtenberg's acquisition may settle ttiai 
point. 


From still another angle, the purchase suggests In- 


terest. For ir.ore than a year, the government has 
been concerned with subsistence homesteads, of five 
and ten acres. There

Instead of 
adding to their virtue knowledge, 
and to their knowledge patience, 
many believing people become static 
and neglectful of vital truths which 
should be included in their religious 
outlook.

That of an eminent authority on 
sociology, Dr. John A. Ryan, who 
defines it as '"just treatment for 
every class in the community, par- 
ticularly tae working classes."

PREAMBLE. 


We, the constituted representa- 


tives of the republican party in

The republican party believ es that 
education is vital to the progress of 
civilization, and deplores the na- 
tion-wide curtailment of education- 
al programs. Nebraska republicans 
realize the serious problems facing 
our schools, especially those in rural 
districts. 


Believing that the Christian world 
will go forward only so fast and only 
so far as we give to our children 
strength of body, integrity of char- 
acter, training of the mind and 
spintual education, we urge the cit- 
izens 9f Nebraska to demand that 
education be adequately supported 
Agriculture. 


Agriculture is the most important 
industry in the nation, and by far 
the most important in Nebraska 
The well being cf the farmer is a" 
condition precedent to the welfare 
of any and all other classes. Many 
efforts have been made to help the 
farmer, but nothing of permanent 
value has beep done by the present 
national administration. In spite of 
the hundreds of millions spent, most 
of which has been taken out of the 
farmer's income," it is a well known 
fact that the actual condition of the 
farmer in comparison with other 
classes is worse today than it has 
ever been. On account of increased 
taxes, control of his business from 
Washington and the oppression of 
prgamzed forces under the NHA. he 
Is being pushed gradually but surely 


further down the economic scale. 


Abundance, not scarcity, should 


be the principle upon which to build 
agriculture 
We condemn in the 
strongest terms destruction of ani- 
mals that would have been used for 
food, and the cotton that should 
have been used for clothing. With 
one-fifth of the people of the na- 
tion on government relief for the 
barest necessities, it was nothing 
short of criminal for the present 
administration to have promoted, 
fostered and actually carried out the 
destruction of millions of little pigs 
and tens of thousands acres of cot- 
ton 


Attention will be dnected to the 


advance in agricultural prices dur- 
ing the past few months, but that 
is the best argument against a 
"planned 
economy' 
of 
scarcity. 


What good does it do farmers to 
have high price? if the majority of 
them have little or nothing to sell' 
Or worse still, if they must buy? 
The theory of a neatly balanced 
production is equally fallavious, as 
was proven this year by the drouth. 
We should not assume that we can 
safelv violate the laws of nature un- 
til we can control the winds, the 
rams and the pests That, the brain 
trust has not proven its ability to 
do. 


The farmer is not the only one 
to suffer from curtailment of pro- 
duction. The baneful effects of it 
are visited upon every other class 
A 25 per cent reduction in wheat, 
corn and hogs means that trucks, 
railroads, stockyards, packing houses 
and labor will have 25 per ceefc Jsss 
wheat, corn and hogs to handle. 
This means unemployment in the 
stockyards and packin°- houses as 
well as on railroads aod the farm. 
When the CWA let 41,000 relief em- 
ployes out last spring the director 
said it would be hard to place them, 
for "reduced agricultural acreage 
cuts down the demand for labor." 


There has been little to commend 
the processing taxes, even in the 
emergency. Largely they have been 
paid by the farmer himself, either 
directly in having them deducted 
from the price of his product or in- 
directly by curtailing consumption, 
thus reducing the price he received. 
It has been the case of the farmer 
paying for his deliverance while 
everybody else got a free ride. Ex- 
isting processing taxes should be dis- 
continued and no new ones levied; 
the 
bureaucratic control of the 
farmer's business from Washington 
should be relinquished: and emerg- 
ency measures for the farmer should 
be paid for out of the treasury the 
same as all other measures. This is 
justified on the sound theory that 
agriculture is the nation's most im- 
portant industry and any benefits 
it receives are reflected immediately 
to all other classes. 


The corn belt has j'usfc passed 
through the most devastating drouth 
in history. The Spartan courage of 
Nebraska farmers in arising to the 
situation reminds us again of the 
ancestral pioneers. Also we are re- 
minded of the homely practices of 
those pioneers in anticipating such 
emergencies. They stored, surplus 
crops on the farm. Feed and forage 
in abundance were regarded a sim- 
ple necessity 
that no provident 


farmer would ignore. They saved 
everything—wasted nothing. These 
homely rules of farm management 
are still cardinal virtues. In addi- 
tion, it behooves the various units 
of government to do their share. We 
condemn the requirement of the ad- 
ministration that drouth stricken 
farmers, in order to participate in 
the fund, set aside for the purchase 
of cattle, must surrender to Secre- 
tary Wallace the future manage- 
ment of their herds. Every practical 
assistance should be given farmers 
in holding the foundation stock in 
their good herds and their work 
animals. 


It is the duty of the federal gov- 
ernment and the state in building 
highwajs to discontinue draining 
the lands, lakes and rivers of Ne- 
braska and to store both the flood 
waters and the rainfall where the 
water may be used to crevent 
drouth, for the benefit of crops and 
livestock and to encourage the prop- 
agation of fish and game.

This is an outstand- 
ing example of the type of case the 
government is trying to stamp out 
—The activities of organized gangs. 
If there ever was a case of 'hot 
bonds' this is it. I believe bail 
should be fixed at $100,000 in each 
case."

Odds On Ross Advance. 


No sooner was the postponement 


announced than a firm of betting 
commissioners called up to state that, 
the odds of 7 to 5 on Ross had ad- 
vanced to 9 to 5 because of an inside 
tip that the champion would get 
heavier overnight, thus more nearly 
reaching a parity with McLarnm, 
•who, it seemed, figured to remain at 
or near the same weight. 


At the official weighing in yester- 


day, McLarnin, the real welterweight, 
did 145-It pounds, while Boss, the 
combination 
lightweight - welter- 


weight champion came in at 140. 
They wont be required to weigh 
again today, so they can do any- 
thing, everything or notnmg about 
the weight situation in the mean- 
time. 
This was a surprising figure lor 


Ross, since he is supposed to be a 
legitimate lightweight who is merely 
stepping out with the older Ooys 
when he plays in the class above. 
What he could possibly want witn. 
more weight overnight and why this 
•would affect the betting is one of 
life's many mysteries. 
Ross beat 
McLarnin 
out of the title lour 


months ago on speed; he'll need even 
more this time, because McLarnin 
figures to be better. Even the physi- 
cal examination yesterday showed 
that. He had only one round of box- 
ing in 18 months and was down 
around a worried 143 pounds wnen 
he went in ther* in May. 


That Well Established Ego. 


Many of the local critics have 


picked McLarnm, but the money is 
riding with Ross, no doubt by that 
first victory and the young man's 
well established ego. Ross, to be ex- 
act, is still picking Ross and an aw- 
ful lot of people have become visibly 
impressed with this wholly reason- 
able attitude. Besides, there isn't 
tne slightest doubt that the young 
man can fight. He had to be good 
to beat McLamin, who was by no 
means bad at the time. 


He ma.y have lacked 
a 
little 


sparkle and dash and fire and his 
estimable right hand might as well 
have been left in the 
care of 
a 
friend in the twenty-fifth row, but 
against an inferior 
opponent 
he 
might have been undeniably impres- 
sive. 
Rcss a nifty, young lad who came 


out of the ghetto and knows what 
he's about, simply kept inside Mc- 
"Larnm's punches, let them slide on 
by and countered accurately, heavily 
and to the tip of the chin. Maybe, 
improved as he is supposed to be, 
he can do it once more.

again. No Private Agreement. 


He won't for one thing, have a 


private agreement this time, con- 
straining McLarnin to come in at 
45 pounds at noon, instead of 147 at 
2 o'clock. He may not, for another, 
have subjected his jowl to the real 
McLarnin punch in the first fight. 
Besides, he's talking glibly of a 
knockout inside of 10 rounds and 
that idea, at least at this particu- 
lar moment ,seems very ill advised. 
It is always ill advised to play the 
other man's game.

Ross has im- 
pressed everybody with his . sang 
froid and nonchalance. In spite 01 
myself, I'm even beginning to won- 
der how a man can esteem himself 
so highly and still lose.

The strike situation seems to be 


a little serious, several killed, many 
wounded.

sent to mediation. The strike leader 
says ''first, all the mills in the 
country must close down. ..Then we 
mediate." 


You can't help admiring the de- 


votion of the strike leader to his 
cause. On the other hand, you must 
admit that the men who have built 
the mills, met the payrolls, created 
the industry, are also entitled to 
defend thier side if they can. It may 
be a little difficult before the end 
comes. 


It has been said, "If 
the 
horse 


knew his power, the small bo'y could 
not ride him." That Is perfectly true, 
and labor, which is the horse, long 
"ridden" by capital, 
is discovering 


Its power under the new era, and 
plans to use it. 


But. there is more involved hi the 


situation than mere "power." If the 
horse got rid of the small boy on his 
back, and galloped away from the 
small boy's father's stable, saying to 
himself and the other horses "What 
do I need of them?" he might wake 
up a week later, disturbed. 


He would notice the absence of 


oats in his manger and the lack of 
anybody to "float" his teeth, when 
they got too long, pare down his 
hoofs, or pile up fragrant hay in 
his stall. 


He might be a happier horse, after 


learning to plant and harvest oats, 
and cut and. dry hay, but that would 
take time. 


Speaking of ha.y, fanners, amazed, 


are told that "making hay while the 
sun shinss'' is a mistake. Hay, left 
scattered on the ground to dry in 
sunshine, loses from thirty-five to 
fifty per cent of its food value. Sun- 
light takes out the food value, the 
nourishing starch from the hay, and 
the "stock4' suffer. 


The modern, better method is to 


cut the grass green, dry it artificially 
preserving all the value. That costs 
money, but this professional writer 
ind amateur farmer proposes to try 
it, and will report results next year. '

JAPAN DEMANDS 
NAVY EQUAL TO 


OTHER NATIONS 


Policy Receives Approval 


of Nippon's Highest 


Authorities. 


TOKYO, Sept. 7--W5)—Japan defi- 


nitely committed itself today to a 
policy of being second to none in 
naval armament. 


The empire determined to 
re- 


nounce the present scheme of naval 
limitation and demand in 
naval 


matters a ranking in all respects 
equal to that of the United States 
and Great Britain. 


The formal policy received the ap- 


proval of the nation's highest au- 
thorities. 
First the cabinet adopted unani- 


mously a statement of a naval pro- 
<gram which Admiral Minep Osumi, 
minister of the navy, said incorpor- 
ated the fecommendations of high 
Haval officers. 
Then Premier Keisuki Okada pro- 


ceeded to the palace with the pro- 
gram, and it was reported that ,t 
received the imperial sanction. 


Later naval members of the su- 


preme war council, 
amontj them 


the highest admirals, convened to 
hear and approve Osumi's report. 


It was stated that the program 


now definitely drawn up will be 
the guide for Japanese negotiators 
at the naval conference next year, 
end at conversations

preliminary to the conference. 
May Abrogate Treaty. 


There was no official disclosure of 


details of the policy, but newspa- 
pers lumiiimously asserted that one 
of the fundamentals is a demand 
for the abolition of the ratio prin- 
ciple for limitation of navies

would mean that Japan would abro- 
gate the Washington naval treaty 
at the earliest possible date, which 
Is December 31, this year.

New Park Buildings 


Oberlics' Request for Diverted Gas 


Tax Funds Refused By Other 


City Commissioners. 


The old buffalo barn in Antelope 


park at 
Twenty-eighth 
and 
D 


streets will not be razed, L. C. Ober- 
iies ,head of the park department, 
said Friday, when the city council 
refused to allow him $900 
with 


which to construct two new build- 
ings to house hay and machinery. 
One of the new buildings would be 
In Antelope park, and the other at 
Pioneers park near the buffalo pas- 
tures. 


The refusal bv the council did not 


have to do with Mr. Oberlies using 
park department funds, but they 
turned thumbs down on a proposal 
to use $900 of the municipal gaso- 
line money diverted to a special 
fund by the voters in a special elec- 
tion. That this money is to be used 
on the streets, was made clear by 
the commissioners. FERA labor is to 
be used. 


Commissioner Doerr objected to 
the plan as soon as 
Mr. Oberlies 


outlined his intentions, 
and was 


joined at once by Mayor Fleming 
and Commissioner Harm. Sufficient 
brick to erect the 
buildings Mr. 


Oberlies contemplates, can be had 
from the Yankee Hill Brick Co., for 
not to exceed $20, Mayor Fleming 
said following a telephone conver- 
sation with R. O. Ferguson. Tney 
would be seconds, the mayor added. 
When Commissioner Doerr sug- 


gested that park funds should be 
used to erect the buildings. Oberlies 
reminded the council that his ap- 
Eropriations for the 
year 1934-35 


ad been reduced and that he would 
not have the money. At the same 
time he complained against being 
charged 15 cents per 1,000 gallons 
for water, "when the park depart- 
ment in St. Louis pays only 3 cents." 


There is nothing fair in such a 
comparison, Doerr contended, point- 
ing out that the Lincoln water de- 
partment gives the city free every 
year water worth at least 8100,000, 
"since no charge is made here for

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Ages ago. scientists say. ancestors 


of the Kobber Crab lived in the sea 
like others of its 
kind. 
They 


breathed salt Trater and fed on the 
marine life. Tney were, in all prob- 
ability, a type of hermit C3^.b—the 
kinci that lives in the cast-off shells 
of other sea creatures. 


But time has chanced all thaiV- 


and today the Robber Crab is very 
much at home high and dry. It 
climbs high in palm trees, breathes 
fresh air. digs burrows in the cround 
and has learned to pro 
coconuts 
and eat them. 


The Robber Crab is large 
and 


powerful. It grows to be a foot or 
more in length, and can crack a 
coconut 
n-ide open -xith a single 
blow. Ordinarily the crab husks off 
the fibre outer covering of the coco- 
nut, using this to line "its burrow. It 
then hammers the eves out of the 
nut and feeds on the meat 
by 


breaking it off inside the shell. 


In spite of lie radical changes 
that nature has wrought on the 
Robber Crab and its habits through 
the ages, the crab is not yet entire- 
ly independent of the sea. It lavs 
its cgcs in water, and the -oung 
pass, the early part of their life 
there before emerging to live on 
land 


The rrab is of some economic 3m- 
oortance to the Island natives who 
hunt it as a food and rob its bur- 
rows for the coconut fibre 
found 
there. An average Kobber Crab 
yields a quart of oil when cooked 
down.
